"Crusade" of the early seventies and viewing the progress that 
we have made since then there can be slight doubt but that 
these devoted women, the worthy daughters of heroic mothers. 
"will attain their end and launch forth on their enlarged pro- 
gram -with every prospect of sweeping success. 


But incredible as it may sound, these women will not have 


.smooth sailing in their campaign to double their membership. 
Covert but powerful interests will fight them from ambush 
every step of the way. Unseen but none the less potent and well | 
financed interests will throw every obstacle in iheir way that' 
commercialized vice and crime can devise. 
Unblushing false- 


hood and half truths will taunt them at every turn. 
Ridicule 


and social aspersion will seek to keep thousands of women out! 
whose places are within the fold of this organization. 
! 


Perhaps this is as good a time as any to outline the charac- 


ter of the opposition that these women face. For months in- 
sidious propaganda has been at work to discredit the organiza- 
tion and all it stands for. Un-American forces have viliuiea me \ 
efforts of the W. C. T. U. and to its everlasting shame a not un- 
influential portion of the press has lent its weight to this unfair 
-attack on a class of American women whose sole offence has 
been a systematized and organized effort to promote the wel- 
fare of the American home. 
; 
For instance, the report has been spread by every known 


agency at the command of the enemies of the W. C. T. U. that 
-since prohibition has finally been entrenched in the federal con- 
stitution and, for lack of "other meddlesome work to do," its 
next drive will be to prohibit the culture and manufacture of 
tobacco in America. 
In addition to this the W. C. T. U. is 


credited from the same sources with being back of a campaign 
to revive the old "Blue Laws" of New England of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, even going so far as to say that 
their ultimate aim is to prohibit the driving of automobiles on 
Sunday. 


As against these falsehoods which have been fabricated 


out of the whole cloth and have been industriously and insidious- 
ly circulated thruout the length and breadth of the land for the 
'last year or more, let the all-sufficient text of the resolutions 
adopted by the organization itself at its last national meeting in 
St. Louis be set forth as the only possible conclusive answer.

"WHEREAS—The National W. C. T. I", has maintained the de-

cohol and other narcotics, therefore,

"BE IT RESOLVED—that the National W. C. T. U. encourage 


further scientific rciearch Into the effects of nicotine, and urge all 
public and private school teachers and Sunday School workers, both 
by precept and example, to assist in an educational campaign to make 
these effects known with a view to instructing the youth as to the 
well-proved facts of science; and 


"BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED—that the National W. C. T. U. 


brands as untrue the charge that we are engaged in a secret cam- 
paign for an amendment to the constitution prohibiting tobacco.

"We will, however, continue our educational campaign: w? will 


urge the strict enforcement of the laws forbidding the sale of :ol>a<-co 
to minors: we will continue to protest again?; untruthful and mis- 
leading advertisements, and against the increasing habit o* smoking 
among women."
